He said to 
me that, whatever his course might be, ft would 
not be dictated by personal ambition or any 
other feeling than the wish for his country’s 
success under any Government. Gen, Prado, 
before leaving Lima, was direct from the seat of 
war in the South, the nitrate district of Tara- 
paca. The printéd accounts of the battles had, 
he said, been much exaggerated, The war 
he regards one of conquest op the part of 
Chilf,and wholly without provocation. While 
he did not wish td predict the result, he said he 
was of course hqpeful of Peru's success, and 
had no idea she would give up the contest, It 
was unequal, because Chili had anticipated war, 
and was prepared for it, while Peru was 
not. The Peruvians were stronger on the land, 
the Chilians on the sea. At present Chili had a 
decided advantage in holding the Tarapaca 
desert, important as the nitrate producing 
district. The Peruvian army was forced 
out of this district after the battle of San 
Francisco, because the Chilians had captured 
both ports of entry to it; and this out off the 
means of obtaining supplies. As it was, the 
Peruvian force of 4,000 men had a severe time 
during the six days’ journey before they reached 
fertile Arica, where Gen. Prado had his head- 
quarters.

[There is no difference in the months as 
between the two countries; but different peoples 
have different ideas with regard to the changes 
of the seasons. Astronomically the seasons 
change at the dates of the equinoxes and the 
solstices, which occur in the beginning of the 
third ten days in March, June, September, and 
December, but the date is not the same every 
year, because the year is not Measured by 365 
days. The legal beginnings of the four 
quarters in England used to be on the 2th 
days of those four months, spring be- 
ginning with March 26, known as “ Lady Day.” 
In the United States the changes of the &cea- 
sons are understood to occur a little earlier, 
and most of the people who write or speak 
about. it regard March 1 as the openmg day of 
spring, June 1 as the beginning of summer, 
ete. The matter is entirely arbitrary, unless we 
fall back on the astronomical rule; in which 

we must regard the coming spring as open- 
about the midnight following March 20, 1880.)

THE GOLD CLIQUE. 


How the Interests of the Country Are 
Sacrificed Therecto—The Necessity of 
Free Coinage and Continued Legal- 
Tender of Govermment Issues—No 
More Tribute to Wall Street. 

To the Editor of The Chicago Tribune. 
CmO, Jan. 6.—Messrs. Sherman, Knox, and 

Hayes seem to have made up their minds that 

the whole interests of the people must be sacri- 

ficed to the interests of the owners of gold and 

National banks. Mr. Sherman permits the Gov- 

ernment to act as a clearing - house for the banks 

in the City of New York, and at the same time 
permits them to set at deflance the law by re- 


fusing to aceept in payment of debt our silver 
dollar. Mr. Knox informs the banks that 
silver certificates cannot be counted as money 
in their reserves. I believe a law of Congress 
was to the effect that customs should be col- 
lected in gold only, but the law is now that they 
can be p aid in certificates of silver, or legal- 
tender, or gold. - Now, if silver certificates are 
good enough to pay duties with, instead of gold, 
why are they not good as the reserve of banks? 
Sherman and Knox seem tobe the paid attor- 
peys of banks and gold owners. 

r. Sherman insists upon buying silver from 
our —— on the basis of London, where silver, 
as a commodity, nets 10 cents less for our 4124%- 
grain dollar than the price which China, Japan, 
and India pay. 

Our silver dollar, so far, has met with the 
same protection at the hands of Sherman, 
Hayes, and Knox that our citizens of African 
descent in the South have. Hayes placed them 
at the tender mercies of Hampton and Nichols, 
and the effect has been to wipe them and white 
Unionists out of existence; and if they could 
they would mete out same result to our 
silver dollar. The International Convention 
they got up corisisted of 120,000,0u0 of people,— 
only 40,000,000 used silver.

ers in the Maine Returning Board frauds 
were enabled by the opinion of the Supreme 
Court to retire in good order, if not with 
credit, from the disgraceful position they had 
assumed. But the hope of still achieving a 
partisan advantage has caused them to for- 
feit this opportunity, and they seem deter- 
mined to earn all the contempt involved in 
their infamy, even though they shall ulti- 
mately lose the prize for which they are con- 
tending. Garcelon and his Council have 
maintained all along that they were acting 
under the strict instruction of the Constitu- 
tion and the laws, and that they have had no 
desire to exceed their powers or do injustice 
to any one. It was ostensibly in this spirit 
that the action of the Returning Board was 
submitted to the review of the Supreme 
Court. Garcelon had all the advantage of 
submitting his case in his own way, and im- 
proved it by so. framing his questions as to 
secure an approval of the position he had 
taken if such approval 
Had the correctness of his position 
been affirmed by the Court, he would 
have assumed it to be the high and 
unimpeachable judicial warrant for carrying 
out his program. But the authority of 
the Court is just as strong in declaring 
Garcelon’s actions illegal as it would 
have been had it sustained him. Hence, if 
he had been really guided by an ambition to 
conform strictly to the law, he would have 
revised his course so as to conform to the 
judicial construction of his duty, and would 
thus have saved his personal integrity and 
his partisan associations from contumely. 
In refusing to do 86, he has ‘deliberately pro- 
claimed himself a conspirator against the 
law, and a willing tool in the hands of party 
managers who seek by revolutionary meth- 
ods to defeat the popular will. 

The quibbling of the Garcelon faction will 
not serve to free them from universal con- 
demnation, It is idle to say that the Govern- 
or cannot recall the certificates he has 
fraudulently issued and substitute the cer- 
tificates which he ought to have issued. If 
his action had been final and irrevocable, 
what purpose was there for submitting 
it to the Supreme Court? If what 
had been done could not be le- 
gally undone, why invoke a mere 
pro forma dictam of the Court, which, if 
adverse, would ‘be impotent?

THE FIREBRAND ORDINANCE. 

The City Council on Monday evening was 
guilty of a great mistake. Its action on the 
fire ordinance was a weakness for which 
there can be no apology or justification. It 
practically repealed the law prohibiting the 
erection of combustible pine buildings within 
the city limits. It has taken a long step to- 
wards destroying the great reform to which 
new Chicago owes so much of her greatness 
and prosperity. It permits the erection of 
two-story pine ‘sheds, stables, and barns all 
over the city, arid this is done with the full 
knowledge that to the unlimited exercise of 
this privilege the city is indebted largely to 
two conflagrations involving a loss of more 
than two hundred millions of dollars of 
property. 

The arguments given for this license to 
erect inflammable buildings are not only 
weak but wholly absurd. The theory that a 


benefited by a fire than is a rich man is one 
of those clap-trap contemptible statements 
which are unworthy of repetition even in a 
Board of Aldermen. During the six years 
that the present ordinancé has been in opera- 
tion more progress has been made in the 
erection of permanent building improve- 
ments than ever before. All over the city, in 


of all kinds—stores, dwellings, and barns— 
have been built of brick, or stone, or both. 
These improvements have given a greatly in- 
creased value to all the property in all the 
neighborhoods in which they have been 
erected, All these buildings have been 
erected under the solemn legal pledge 
of the City Government that their 
safety from fire should never be 
endangered by the construction of new 
wooden buildings. Under this pledge the 
permianent character of the buildingsin all 
parts of the city has greatly advanced. Now 
the Council has authorized the erection of 
frame buildings sixteen feet high everywhere 
in the city. Every alley and side street, and 
the rear of all lots, will hereafter be filled 
with rows of these sixteen-feet-high fire- 
traps filled with hay, shavings, and other 
combustibles. Men who have erected sub- 
stantial brick buildings under the legal as- 
surance that no such shed or wooden build- 
ing should ever hereafter be built in the city 
may find that their dwellings, or stores, or 
rows of brick and stone buildings can be 
flanked on all sides with incendiary frame 
structures sixteen feet high, affording the 
finest possible food for rapid and sweeping 
fires. 

This ordinance of Monday night will 
prove a serious injury to the city. It will 
inflict a heavy annual tax upon the people in 
the shape of increased insurance rates. It 
will tend to arrest the building of substantial 
improvements, and subject the entire prop- 
erty of the city to the danger of repeated 
and widespread conflagrations. 

As was stated in the Council, the smallest 
probable advance in the rate of insurance 
caused by the passage of this ordinance will 
inflict a tax of $750,000 a year.on the citizens. 
This sum would pay for the erection of sub- 
$tantial brick barns in place of all these 
wooden sheds and tenements,—because that 
they will all become inhabited tenements all 
experience shows is inevitable. 

The city is stillin great danger from the 
mass of wooden buildings in the West Di- 
vision ahd Fourth and Fifth Wards, erected 
before the extension of the fire limits. The 
greater number of these are owned by that 
class of persons so often referred to by the 
small demagogs in the Council as the “ poor 
men.“ These “poor men” inhabit these 
hous¢es,—their homesteads. If they are in- 
sured, this ordinance will cost them heavily ; 
taking the actual outlay for the increased 
insurance which these “poor men” will 
have to pay because of the construction of 
the forest of wooden sheds sixteen feet high, 
would more than double the difference be- 
tween the cost of erecting brick barns and 
sheds and the cost of erecting these wooden 
fire-traps and food for conflagrations. The 
increased cost paid by these “poor men,” 
owners of wooden buildings, for increased 
insurance will equal annually half 
the cost of the Fire Department. These in- 
cendiary barns and stables, erected anywhere 
and everywhere, in all parts of the city, are 
an Aldermanic provision for the substitution 
of fires covering large areas—fires by the 
acre—for the small conflagrations which 
have been the rule of late years. 

It ig understood that the passage of this 
ordinance is due to a log-rolling combination 
between the lumbermen and the standing op- 
ponents of the fire ordinance. The lumber- 
men are interested in a pending ordinance 
regulating the storage and piling of lumber. 
So on Monday night the two reckless incen- 
diary interests combined and passed this law 
licensing the erection of wooden buildings 
for the promotion of fires, and the lumber 
ordinance will now follow. 

The Mayor of Chicago is not a representa- 
tive of the lumber or any other special busi- 
ness; as Mayor he represents the entire com- 
munity with all its interests. Mayor Harri- 
son, notwithstanding some occasional idio- 
synerasies, has shown a relidnce upon the 
support of the whole public rather than that 
gained by catering to any special interest.

RAILROAD REGULATION. 

if we may judge from the reported ex- 
pressions of some of the local railroad solic- 
itors who have been discussing the proposed 
National regulation of inter-State railroads, 
there is a singular and perverse misappre- 
hension of the purpose of such legislation. 
One theory advanced is that it is proposed to 
prevent men like Gould and Vanderbilt from 
absorbing and centralizing great railroad 
interests, and the legislation is antagonized 
on that ground as impracticable. It is hard 
to believe that the railroad men as a class 
actually construe the popular demand for 
National regulation as having any such ob- 
ject, There is no thought of attempting to 
prevent by statute any man from acquir- 
ing railroad property; but there is a de- 
mand that men who enjoy great and 
valuable public franchises shall not use their 


monvpolies for the oppression of those who | 


furnish their business and by whose sufferance 
they have acquired their exceptional privi- 
leges. There is no intention of blocking the 
way of any man or any set of men in their 
efforts to extend their ownership of railroad 
stock, but only the demand that, by whomso- 
ever owned or managed, the railroads shall 
serve the American public at a fair and 
reasonable compensation, and without dis- 
crimination or favoritism. 

The people of this country, after a long 
and costly experience with railroad combina- 
tions and the evasidns of the State laws 
through inter-State connections, have be- 
come satisfied that there should be a Na- 
tional system of regulation such as- prevails 
in one form or another in all other civilized 
countries, and they demand that Congress 
shall provide such asystem under the con- 


stitutional authority for the regulation of 


commerce among the States. 

The reason why railroad attorneys and 
railroad managers are unable to see the 
justice of State regulation is to be found in 
their long-standing habit of looking at mere- 
ly one side of the question: They have grown 
so accustomed to an arbitrary dictation of 
both sides of every contract they make that 
they seem to be utterly unable to perceive 
that the great public have transportation 
rights as well as the corporations. They can- 
not understand why every railroad company 
should not be permitted to exact all it pleases, 
to change its rates, regardless of the interests 
of the public, every few days, to charge more 
for less service than a greater one, to dis- 
criminate against persons and places, and to 
combine for the purpose of extortion. They 
claim all these conditions as rights.“ The 
public deny u, and the principles 
of law and pructices of civilization 
are on the side of the public. The very nat- 
ure of the business of the common earrier 
includes the right of public supervision, lim- 
itation, and regulation, and, in addition to 
this, the value of the public franchises, 
grants, and privileges enjoyed by the rail- 
roads carries with it an accountability to the 
publie’s rights: There is no disposition 
among the American people to discourage 
the building of railroads by making them 
unprofitable, but there is a determination 
that the men or corporations controlling the 
railroads shall no longer enjoy the peculiar 
privilege of using the public highways to rob 
and oppress the people. When railroad men 
admit that a Bureau of Statistics” might 
be established to ailvantage for the collection 
of trustworthy reports, they confess that the 
public has a right to know whether it is 
cheated or not; but when they stop at this 
point and deny the right of further inter- 
ference they virtually contend that. the pub- 
lic, whenever it has informed itself of an ex- 
tortion, has no right to protect itself. This 
is palpably illogical and inconsistent. 

The question of railroad regulation naw 
agitated is not new. The principle has al- 
ready been established by various State 
legislation, which has received the sanction 
of the Supreme Court. But it has been 
found that State legislation is powerless to 
correct the abuses that continue to be prac- 
ticed by railroads running between two or 
more States and by combinations of rail- 
roads that span the Continent. The people 
now demand that the established principles 
of State regulation be extended into National 
regulation that shall insure uniform fairness 
and an easy remedy for extortion and dis- 
crimination everywhere within the domain 


of the Government, The railroad managers 


and attorneys will better serve the interests 
of the companies they represent by meeting 
this agitation in a broad, publſè spirit than 
by misconstruing the purpose or antagoniz- 
ing the movement. 


A FALSE WITNESS ON THE IRISH QUESTION. 

A dispatch to Tue Cuicaco TRIBUNE 
from New York, dated the 5th, says: 

“ A cablegram toa New York journal says: 
The London Times, commenting on Parnell’s 
visit to the United States, says: ‘ Parnell’s pol- 
icy of placing the Irish tenant farmers in pos- 
session of the lands they till may please incon- 
siderable crowds of their emigrant countrymen, 
but it is rejected by the firm, sober-minded in- 
dividualism and strength of the United States. 
We haveulready seen that the most powerful 
organs of public opinion have condemned Par- 
nell’s policy as revolutionary and ruinous to 
Ireland.’ The Times does not see the use of the 
Parnell movement, as the Americans are always 
to their honor—liberal and prompt in helping 
the needy, and do not require Mr. Parnell’s in- 
tervention. The Times wishes Mr. Parnell suc- 
cess in any charitable work he may inspire for 
the benefit of the distressed districts of Ireland, 
but hopes he will not misrepresent the land- 
lords.“ 

The original dispatch referred to in the 
above was sent to the New York Herald, be- 
tween which paper, owned and controlled by 
young Bennett, who is playing toady to the 
English aristocracy, and the London Times 
there is a very cordial mutual admiration 
upon the Irish question.

That must be the duty of the British 
Government, and we must see that we shame 
that Government into a sense of its obligations. 
Are we to be compelled continually, every ten 
or twelve years, to appear as mendicants before 
the world? Thén I say to the people of this 
country: If you wien to rescue us from that 
position, help us in destroying the system which 
brings it on. America subscribed, and sub- 
scribed liberally, in those years; people of Ire« 
land living in this country have been subscrib- 
ing ever since. Every cent of their hard-earned 
money sent over there with such true devotion 


to their fellow-countrymenm has gone in payment 


of excessive rents and in bolstering up this ter- 
rible system.” Le 


If the London Times could make a can- 
vass of the American people it would find 
that they indorse this sentiment: almost 
unanimously. They know that the millions 
of money collected from the people of this 
country to relieve the wretched, poverty- 
stricken peoplé of Ireland have not gone 
into their pockets, but into the pockets of the 
absé@ntee landlords, and that the more pro- 
fusely this money has been poured into Ire- 
land the more rapidly it has found its way to 
the landlords in the shape of increased rents, 
thus compelling the tenants to sell all they 
produce to meet their charges, and leaving 
them nothing to live upon. This drain upon 
the working people of America to relieve 
the distress of the Irish tenants has been go- 
ing on for many years, but still the poverty 
and distress increase. English landlords 
have enriched themselves upon these sym- 
pathetic American contfibutions, and still 
rents remain unpaid, tenants are evicted, 
their personal property is sold, and every 
time a crop turns out poorly famine stares 
them in the face. This tax has at 
last become so heavy a burden upon the 
American people that they are now begin- 


ning: to seriously consider whether they 


should pay it any longer, and whether the 
English Government has the moral right to 
enforce laws of a nature that require the 
levying of such contributions upon the people 
of this country. They perfectly agree with 
Mr. Parnell that they do not longer want to 
entertain appeals that only result in satisfy- 
ing the rapacity of landlords, not in relieving 
the distress that cries to them for help. They 
have arrived at that point of dissatisfaction, 


| if not of indignation, where they believe the 


English Government has no right to require 
them to pay the rents of Irish tenants. The 
greed of alien landlords acts not only direct- 
ly upon the Irish, but indirectly upon them,

THE LEGAL-TENDER QUESTION.

TRANSPORTATION OF Arr. > 

Senator McPherson, who is largely interested 
in the Central Stock-Yard at Communipaw, op- 
posit to New York, has been endeavoring for 
several years past to secure the passage of a 
bill regulating the transportation of animals by 
railroads. It was passed by the Senate at the 
last session of the Forty-fifth Congress, but, for 
want of time, it was. not considered by the 
House. At the extra session of last summer, 
Senator McPherson called it up again, deciaring 
that it had simply a two-fold object,— 
first, to prevent cruelty to animals 
in transportation; and, second, to secure good 
and healthful meat food to the people. The 
provisions of the bill gave rise to a prolonged 
discussion, involving to some extent the evener 
question and the question of palace stock-cars, 
and then that stalwart old Democrat of strict 
construction school, Saulsbury, of Delaware, in- 
terposed constitutional objections. He admitted 
that Congress has the power to regulate com- 
merce with foreign nations and between the 
States, but had his doubts whether this 
applies to railroads which did not ex- 
ist when the Constitution. was framed.

A SHOCKING STORY. 
Dispatch to Cincinnati Enquirer. 

ALAMOSA, Col., Jan. 5.—The excitement pre- 
vailing over the Ute trouble in Colorado has 
been somewhat increased by a. letter published 
recently from Mrs. N.C. Meeker, disclosing the 
fact that each and all of the women who were 
held as captives after the massacre at White 
River suffered the violation of their persons 
through fear of worse treatment at the hands 
of these red devils. 

The evidence was given to the Commission by 
the women in their examination on their release 
from captivity, while in the Gunnison country. 
It was first distinctly understood by them that 
this evidence of their mistreatment should be 
used only by the Commission in their efforts to 
establish the guilt of the Indians who had per- 
pétrated the outrage.

It had been forcibly demonstrated that 

No GENERAL RULE 
for application to each specific case could be 
formulated from any data to be obtained. Laws 
of general average might be deducted, but the 
practical question of cost of transporta- 
tion on any particular road or part 
of road, as, well as the cout of transport- 
ing different classes of freight, must be 
determined by specific local conditions. It was 
now recognized as an axiom that a business that 
could be done without incurring additional ex- 
pense was profitable at any rate that could be 
obtained. The converse of the proposition must 
be held as.rigidly as the original, viz.: that 
reasonably high, or remunerative, rates must be 
maintained on all business that would warrant 
such rates.
